‘You’ re In!’ J udge Say s? 
After Testimony Is Heard 


Phillip Sofolo, 20-y ear-old Dix on y outh with a fiv e-y ear record of 
lesser conv ictions, today pleaded guilty to a charge of reckless homi­ 
cide and was sentenced to one y ear in the state penitentiary by Circuit 
J udge Robert Bracken. 
Sofolo was driv ing an automobile 
inv olv ed in a collision last Aug. 13 
on the Pump Factory road a mile 
south of Dix on, in which Lav erne 
Landorf, 30, was killed. 
The Sofolo car, in which Landorf 
was a passenger, -was described as 
swerv ing from one side of the road 
to the other before it struck the 
front of a car occupied by sisters, 
Mrs. Tina Peters, 50, and Mrs. 
Isabelle Cunningham, 34, both of 
Rock Falls. 
Sofolo, represented in court by 
Atty . Robert Besee, Sterling, con­ 
tended that his accelerator became 
stuck, causing him to lose control 
of his automobile, and that Landorf 
tried to jump out of the car.

Detectiv es Shot as J azz 
Band Drowns Out the Noise 


CHICAGO tm—While a jazz band blared loudly In a cocktail lounge 
Wednesday night, a nerv ous, y oung gunman fired sev en shots at two 
narcotics detail detectiv es who questioned him, killing one and wound­ 
ing the other. 
Scores of persons in the lounge 
in a West Side hotel apparently 
did not hear the shots fired by 
the y outh, who fled unmolested. 
Sev eral squads of police rushed 
to the area of the Boulev ard Hotel 
at California Av e. and Warren 
Blv d., in search of the y oung fu­ 
gitiv e. 
The y outh w'as one of sev eral 
persons w'ho had been questioned 
by the detectiv es, Ly ons Kelleher, 
53, and William A. Derrig, 38 . 
They had gone to the lounge to 
make a routine check of reports 
that drug addita frequented the 
place. 
Kelleher, a v eteran of 22 y ears 
on the force, was shot twice in 
the chest. He was dead on arriv al 
at a nearby hospital. Derrig was 
shot in the right hand and left 
foot and was not in serious condi­ 
tion. 


Derrig and witnesses said the 
gunman, a Negro, about 
19, sud­ 
denly drew a gun a s the detectiv es 
started talking to him. He fired 
twice at Derrig and then blasted 
four times at Kelleher, w'ho had 
drawn his gun w’hen the y outh 
fired at his partner. 


William Hill, 41. a disk jockey 
broadcasting from the lounge, said 
a jazz band was play ing loudly in 
his section of the room and he did 
not hear the shots. He told police 
he didn’t believ e any of the cus­ 
tomers listening to the band heard 
the shots. 


Police said marks of blood were 
found from the hotel for about 20 
feet along the south side of War­ 
ren Blv d., but they said they had 
not determined if the gunman had 
been wounded.

Ano th er witness, Glen Heato n, 
35 , wh o se h o me is o n th e Pu mp 
Facto ry ro ad near th e scene o f th e 
accid ent, said h e believ ed So fo lo 
was trav eling 75 to 8 0 miles an 
h o u r. 


Th e fo u r ey ewitnesses agreed 
th at th e car W'as mo v ing fast and 
th at it was sw’erv ing all o v er th e 
ro ad .

TB, Dread Sco urge o f Old, 
Is Humbled by Research 


By EDWIN P. J ORDAN, M.D. 
Ona ot the great killers of the 
, past has been tuberculosis. At the 
turn of the century about 200 peo­ 
ple in every IOO.OOO died each y ear 
from that disease. Ten y ears ago 
about 40 of each 100,000 died and 
now only about 12 in every 100,000 
die of tuberculoses each y ear. 
This highly desirable trend has 
‘ been reflected by such events as 
the closing of the famed Trudeau 
Sanatorium at Saranac Lake which 
was founded over 70 y ears ago to 
care for tuberculous patients. 
The problem is not completely 
solved, however. The drop in deaths 
has not been paralleled by a cor­ 
responding decrease in the num- 
, ber of new cases of the disease. 
Progress in the control of tuber­ 
culosis has proceeded along two 
main lines, prevention and treat- 
* rnent. 
ON THE PREVENTIVE SIDE, 
the lessening of poverty and the 
improvement in diet on the North 
American 
continent 
have 
un­ 
doubtedly helped. Both poverty and 
malnutrition 
are good 
breeding 
conditions for infection with the 
’ germ of tuberculosis. With im- 
* proved general health, the resist­ 
ance to the germ is increased. 
There is a method of vaccination 
against tuberculosis known as BOG. 
'Hie value of this procedure has 
been debated for many y ears but 
it is now believed that most of the 
investigators who have ex pressed 
themselves on the subject are fav­ 
ors We and acme are highly enthus­ 
iastic towards using BOG as 
a 
method of building resistance. 
ANOTHER PROCEDURE which 
may be classed as preventive is the 
widespread use of the small chest 
X ray films which can be taken 
q uickly and cheaply on large num­ 
bers of people. Of course, the X- 
ra\ film does not prevent tubercu­ 
losis but it often reveals the pres­ 
ence of the disease at an early 


they had It. This not only allows 
prompt and effective treatment 
but also lessens the risks that the 
germ will be spread to others. 
In the field of treatment, great 
strides forward have been made. 
Improved treatment is largely re­ 
sponsible for the better chances of 
regaining health when a person is 
stricken. 
The value of bed rest has long 
been recognized and is still a part 
of the treatment of most victims 
of the disease. 
The collapse of a ltmg by in­ 
jecting air through a needle (thus 
giving rest to the diseased lung! 
has repeatedly proved of value in 
treatment also. 
B IT WITH THE development of 
several chemical substances which 
attack the tuberculosis germ, the 
use of this collapse therapy is be­ 
ginning to become less common. 
Chemical treatment, in fact, ap­ 
pears to be revolutionising the out­ 
look for most victims of tuberculo­ 
sis and is proving of the highest 
value. 
Among other methods of treat­ 
ment one .should not forget sur­ 
gery . Several surgical procedures 
are available depending on the 
lung condition and the state of the 
patient, hut new surgical methods 
developed in the past few y ears 
have greatly increased the ex cel­ 
lence of the results, 
If we continue our efforts un­ 
abated we may look forward to 
the time when this giant killer 
o f 
the past will become a rare di­ 
sease.

It was a 
paraphrase of the tragedy of Leo 
Frank, a y oung Atlanta factory 
ex ecutive from the North who was 
convicted of murdering a y oung 
woman, sentenced to hang, com­ 
muted to life, and finally , ly nched. 
The description of the heartless­ 
ness of reporters, including wom­ 
en, in pursuit of trifles for new 
leads for new editions and the an­ 
guish of the afflicted wife of the 
man accused took courage because 
the portray als were photographic 
and these were people with whom 
he had to work day after day . 
A few* y ears ago Jimmie did a 
little sentimental book about a 
couple of dogs, called "Lady And 
The Tramp.” It sold wail but 
authors seldom get rich on books 
so w’hen Disney made a movie of 
it I phoned Jimmie from Arizona 
to congratulate him. He thanked 
me but said with a dry chuckle, 
"Only trouble is I sold it outright 
for very little.” 
Later, though, he and Disney got 
up a comic strip on The same 
theme and Jimmie recently told 
me this w’ould bring him $20 OOO 
a y ear as long as he wanted to do 
it. 
As I wrrite this, Gorty phones 
from Santa Barbara to warn me 
not to give an impression that 
Jimmie was sweetly tiresome.

And when I first 
met Miss Mitchell she spent a go o d 
deal of the interview telling me 
what a great writer he was and of 
her joy in his success. 
A y ear ago Jimmie was forbid­ 
den to drive a car. So he got a de­ 
lux e affair and a uniformed chauf­ 
feur and he recently remarked to 
his old friend. Gortatowsky : "Gor­ 
ty . I now ride to my office In a 
Limousine with a driver in livery 
and I read my New- York Times 
and take my heart-pills. I am a 
success at last.”

Fay , 64, was convicted in 1945 
of ex torting $368 ,000 from contract­ 
ors building a New York City 
water-supply line upstate. He was 
vice president of th e International 
Operating Engineers Union. Mem­ 
bers of th e union worked on th e 
project. 
He was sentenced to 71* to 15 
y ears. In 1948 h e began se rving 
h is term in Sing Sing. Inf 1953 it 
came to ligh t th at Arth ur H. Wicks 
of Kingston, Republican m ajority 
leader of th e State Senate and act­ 
ing lieutenant governor at 
th e 
time, h ad visited th e racketeer in 
Sing Sing. It cost Wicks h is leader­ 
sh ip.

Fo r Future Operatio ns

SOUND. Antarctica iZP»—.Men non­ 
living and working on this d e fla te 
sp ot are the backbone of a modem 
scientific ex p loration. 
They are 
Seabees who have the ex hausting, 
freezing job of building the Ameri­ 
can base and the dreary , lonely job 
of maintaining it through the long 
antarctic winter night. 
Without the Seabees. the Inter­ 
national Geop hy sical Year scien­ 
tists from America nex t fall would 
be unable to jump off for the South 
Pole, 
and 
further 
ex p loratory 
flights would be imp ossible. These 
workers are building the air base 
of Op eration Deep freeze. 
They are building it out on the 
bleak snow slop es, using black and 
brown volcanic ash. The site is his­ 
toric—British ex p lorer Robert Fal­ 
con Scott used it as his last camp 
before his fatal journey to the 
South Pole 44 y ears ago. 
No Soft Job 
Unlike the wardroom ex p lorers 
who came here for a brief reveren­ 
tial comment before the snow filled 
the Scott hut or to shoot p ictures 
of the cross memorializing Scott 
atop 1.000-foot Observation Hill, the 
Seabees will not be returning to the 
comfy w-armth of the U. S. Navy 
ship s. 
Most are here with a sense of 
seeking something different. Oth­ 
ers can't tell y ou at all why they 
are here. Still others frankly ad­ 
mit their reasons are far from 
ep ic. 
While the p ermanent buildings 
were being constructed, the Sea­ 
bees lived in snow-floored tents for 
half of last month. Tents adver­ 
tised as suitable for IO men turned 
out to be big enough for only six 
and their sleep ing bags. Most of 
the stoves didn't arrive on sched­ 
ule. Temp eratures were nearly al­ 
way s below freezing. For the first 
IO day s they lived off “C” rations 
and worked around the clock. 
But their morale is generally 
good. You can tell by the way they 
grip e op enly and don’t sulk in cor­ 
ners. 
Humo r Sharp 
Their humor remains sharp and 
clear. 
Near the olive drab chow tent— 
which is 12,000 geograp hic and a 
million heart miles from home—a 
sign say s: “There is no p lace any ­ 
where near this p lace like this 
p lace. So this must be the p lace.” 
A note on the mail box advises: 
“ Hours of p ickup - sunrise and sun­ 
set.” The last sunrise here w’as 
late October. The nex t sunset is

Like the flav or of filberts? Then 
try these fru it-and-filbert stu dded 
pastry bars. They 're fu n to make: 
You roll ou t a packag e of pastry 
mix rig ht on a cookie sheet and 
sprinkle half of it with the filbert 
filling ; then y ou cov er the filling 
with the other half of the pastry 
and bake. Use a modem-ty pe rim­ 
less cookie sheet or a jelly -roll pan 
tu rned u pside down. 
Nowaday s it’s not necessary to 
do all the filbert cracking that 
u sed to g o on in old-fashioned 
kitchens. The nu ts come in handy 
cellophae packag es and are av ail­ 
able at su permarkets. Here are 
nice thing s to do with filberts. 
Planning to make a small batch 
of winter marmalade from pine­ 
apple and dried apricots or other 
cellophane packag es and are av ail- 
filberts wrhen the conserv e is ready 
to pu t into small jars. 
Stu ffing baked potatoes? Add 
chopped filberts to the potato pu lp 
along with bu tter, hot milk, salt 
and pepper; y ou 'll hav e delig htfu l 
cru nchy tex tu re. More nu ts may be 
pressed into the top of the stu ffed 
potatoes before they g o into a hot 
ov en or u nder the broiler for re­ 
heating . 
Like the flav or of toasted fil­ 
berts? Pu t the shelled nu ts in a 
slow (250 to 275 deg rees) ov en for 
abou t 20 minu tes; stir a few times. 
As the nu ts ex pand slig htly in the 
heating , the skins split and may be 
remov ed by ru bbing the nu ts brisk­ 
ly between the fing ers.

NEW YORK OB—President Eisen­ 
hower indicates that bu siness may 
be in for another of its “rolling 
adju stments.’’ This phrase means 
that while some indu stries hav e 
spu rted to the-su mmit and are now 
rolling back for a breather, others 
will continu e to roll forward to 
new peaks. 
Many bu siness men are ou t this 
week with predictions that their 
firms are still in the rolling for­ 
ward stag e. And others are say ing 
that if they are du e for a rolling 
adju stment backward that time is 
still some months away . 
Mills Set Records 
Steel mills hav e been setting new 
records for ou tpu t so far this 
month, apparently u naffected by 
the cu tback in au to produ ction. 
Repu blic Steel predicts it wall 
continu e on a capacity produ ction 
schedu le for at least six months 
more. Pittsbu rg h Steel say s its 
capacity schedu le shou ld continu e 
for at least nine months. Many in 
the 
indu stry 
ex pect 
Bethlehem 
Steel to make a similar cheerfu l 
prediction late today . 
Copper fabricators note a pick­ 
u p in new orders recently , after 
a lu ll. Demand has retu rned to the 
hig h lev el of last September and 
October. 
The National Machine Tool Bu ild­ 
ers Assn., reports in Clev eland 
that shipments of its members are 
ex pected to rise for the nex t few 
months. It say s they now hav e u n­ 
filled orders which assu re 7*4 
months of produ ction at cu rrent 
schedu les. This is the hig hest back 
log in two y ears. 
Ou tlook Brig ht 
For the u tilities the ou tlook, both 
short-term and long -term, still is 
v ery 
brig ht. 
Indu strial 
activ ity 
thro ug h the co ld mo nth* seems, 


su re to be hig h enou g h to boost 
electric power consu mption. 
And 
u se of electricity is ex pected by 
homeowners this su mmer. 
Bu siness prospects look so g ood 
to the Commonwealth Edison Co. 
of Chicag o that it has ju st raised 
its sig hts on what it ll need in the 
fu tu re. It now plans to spend 120 
million dollars more in 1956 for 
ex pansion than it annou nced only 
a short time ag o. This wou ld 
bring the y ear's total to 8 00 mil­ 
lion. 
Credit demands are holding hig h, 
and showing no sig ns of abating . 
So the nation’s banks, ex cept per­ 
haps in the farming areas, look 
for hig her earning s, at least in 
the first half of the y ear. 
This nation’s trade with the rest 
of the world is also ex pected to 
rise to new record lev els this y ear. 
The balance of pay ments g rou p 
of the National Foreig n Trade 
Cou ncil predicts that 
American 
companies will raise their ex ports 
of merchandise by 600 million dol­ 
lars this y ear to a new record of 
714,700,000,000. At the same time, 
the nation’s importers are ex pect­ 
ed to bring in 400 million dollars 
more for a new recoid import 
total of $1,900,000,000. 
Some Slowdown* 
Two of the rolling adju stments 
the President mentioned are the 
slowdown in au to sales and home 
bu ilding s. 
Some bu ilders hav e predicted as 
mu ch as a IO per cent drop in 
new home starts. Bu t Washing ton 
looks for a mild dip. And mortg ag e 
finance ex ecu tiv es assu re the Chi­ 
cag o meeting of the National Assn. 
of Home Bu ilders that there will 
be plenty o f mortg ag e credit av ail­ 
able. 
In the au to indu stry cu tbacks of 
12 to 15 per Gent hav e been fore­ 


cast. Bu t the head of one of th# 
smaller companies —- James J. 
Nance, president of Stu debaker- 
Packard Corp. — say s au to ou tpu t 
still cou ld eq u al 1955's record. And
